The Sweet Singer Cut Down in the Bloom 


of ner Womanhood—A Sketch 


of Her Life. 


Prom afondoy's Daily. 


BI.OOMINGTOK, III., July 8.-Mile. Litta 


Bloomington's prinitt donna, succumbed 
tp the summons of death at 8:30 Satur 
day morning. The cause of her death 
was a complication of stomach, bowels 
and kidney troubles, resulting in eerebro 
spinal meningitis. The prominent fea 
ture was almost constant delirium, which 
almost destroyed mental action, and 
caused an Titter prostration of the nerves 
She had been breaking down for a year 
or more, though the last attack that end 
ed her professional career came about two 
months ago. For years she had suffered 
at times exceedingly, with stomach trou 
bles, together with' affection pf the kid 
neys of a serious character and other 
complications, including rheumatic affeo 
tions more or less severe. She sang for 
the last time at Escauabs, Mich., May 9 
She then went to Negannee. where she 
was compelled to take her bed, and where 
she remained until June 5, when she was 
brought to her home in this' city. While 
in Michigan it was evident that she woulc 
not recover, when she requested that i 
she must die she be. taken home. When 
she arrived she was greatly emaciated ant 
weak, aild she continued to suffer, being 
unconscious and delirious ever since. Foi 
the most of the time she has lain in a 
stupor, excepting when raving with de- 
lirium. 


OBITUAKT BEMABKS. 


M'lle. Litta (Marie Eugenie Von 


Eisner) was born in Bloomington, June 1 
1856, and was in the 28th year of her age 
Her father was Hugo Von Eisner, a son 
of a German nobleman, who was educa- 
;ed in the German universities and was a 
natural 
and accomplished musician. 


Hugo came to America and in 1855 mar- 
ried one of his pupils, a Miss Dimmitt. 
Liitta was the first child of this marriage. 
The family resided in 'Bloomington, and 
n 1870 they located in Decatur, residing 
lere four or five years. When only five 
years of age Litta gave evidence of great 
musical ability, that was subsequently 
developed under the careful instruction 
of her father. When ten years of age 
ittle Litta was taken by her father to 
Chicago, to Cleveland, and New York. 
3he appeared in these cities in concert, 
creating a commendation as a prodigy. 
3he often sang in concerts in Decatur 
during the residence of the family here, 
once in old Maoon Hall. On January 5, 
1872, at the opera house in Decatnr, as- 
sisted by her father and sister, and Prof. 
C. A. Foster, Litta gave a charming con- 
jerr, the audience being large and select. 
The REPUBLICAN thus alluded to the 
reat on Jan. 11, '72: "Miss Marie is cer- 
;ainly a vocalist of the very first order- 
ler voice is clear, smooth and flexible, 
nd her execution of the most difficult 
peratio music is fully equal to that of 
be best professional singers. 
Especially 


worthy of notice was her rendition of a 
ery difficult selection from "Linda di 
lhamounix." While at Cleveland Litta 


met Prof. Underner, who was impressed 


y her voice and became her preceptor, 
dr. A. B. Hough, a wealthy resident of 
Cleveland, also became interested in 


itta's success, and advanced the means 
o educate her. Under Prof. Underner's 
Totection Litta went to Europe in Ooto- 
>er 1874, and received a thorough operat- 


D education. 
In London she sang before the venera- 


ile Sir Jules Benedict, who had been the 
eacher of Jenny Lind, His opinion of 
ilarie's-voice was highly favorable. At 
bis time she was pronounced the most 
dvanced pupil that ever left America. 
Already an artist, she was so regarded by 


11 good judges. At the suggestion of 
Sir Benedict Madame Viardot, of Paris, 
iecame Marie's teacher, under whoae 
raining she rapidly advanced. la one 
'ear she mastered the operas, "Lucia," 
Mignon," "Sonnambnla," "Figaro," and 
he "Barber of Seville." Her vocalization 
was so remarkable that Mr. Mapleson en- 
gaged her for an opera season in London, 
where her singing was then a success, 
ileturning to Paris, she resumed her 
tudies, paying special attention to vocal- 
zation and dramatic training under 
Madame Lagrange, the leading teacher of 
lurope. She rapidly advanced to the 
enith of musical art. The fashionable 
world ot Paris ocoasionally listened to 
he beautiful voice of the new wonder, 
ind soon Mons. Escudier made her an 
iffer to appear at the Grand Opera House 
in Paris. Her first appearance was in 
Lucia De Lammermoor," in which she 
ang under the name of Marie Litta for 
he first time. After her Parisian en- 
'agemeufc, she had offers from operatic 
managers of Madrid, Berlin and Vienna. 
She filled a successful but limited season 


f five weeks at Vienna in April and May 
878. 
Returning to Paris she was en- 


gaged by Max Strakosch for a tour in 
America. She made her American oper- 
tio debut at McVieker's Theater in Chi- 
ago in November, 1878, and received a 
;rand ovation, also in New York, New 
Orleans, St. Louis, and at other cities she 
visited with the company. 


While she was delighting the people in 


Chicago, the Young Ladies' Reform Club 
ngaged Litta through her manager, Mas 
itrakosch, to pay Decatnr a visit, the 
irst on her return from Europe, and she 
id so, singing at the tabernacle on the 
vening of Thursday, Nov. 20th, before a i

mother, Mrs. Von Eisner, and her Biste 
and brother came here from Bloomington 
to witness Decatur|s ovation. That even 
ing Litta sang an aria from "Lueiad

"Robert toi que j'aime" and other mor 
familiar selections in response to recalls, 
and was accompanied on the piano by 
Miss Dollie Millikin, now ,in Europe.— 
Messrs, Bunn, Ferriss, Bumstead, Wes 
sels and Prof, Wilkinson also assisted in 
this concert 
Subsequently Litta ap 


peared at the opera house, under the man 
agement of F. W. Haines. Her last ap 
pearance in Decatur was at 'the taberna 
cle, on June 14th, 1882, when Litta wa 
supported by her own concert company 
In 1879 Manager F. W. Haines, of this 
city, engaged Litta for a week of con 
certa, when she sang at Champaign, Dan 
ville, Springfield, Jacksonville, Quincy 
Decatur and Peoiia, clearing 8865, thi 
largest receipts for a week's concert ton 
she ever received, and she took occasion 
to express her gratitude to Mr. Haines 
for hid excellent management. 


Litta was the hope and support of her 


mother, who is nearly heartbroken over 
the untimely death of her accomplished 
and industrious daughter, a favorite 
wherever she appeared, especially so iu 
Decatur, where the news of her death ia 
received with many expressions of regre 
and sadness. Litta was not only a grea 
singer, bat a lady, virtuous, courteous 
and kind. Since the fall of 1880 she has 
beeu under the management of Slayton's 
Lyceum Bureau of Chicago, and since 188( 
she has given 515 concerts. This hare 
work gradually wore her out, and she was 
an easy victim of the disease which closec 
her brilliantcareer. The Chicago Tribune 
thus describes the personal appearance 
of the deceased: "Mane Litta was a 
blonde of statuesque form, with strongly 
marked conutenance and a very agreea- 
ble stage presence. Her voice was one ol 
remarkable evenness and soundness in all 
registers, agreeable in quality, and ol 
nore than ordinary compass. The pecu- 
liar quality of her voice was its phenome- 
nal flexibility, coupled with absolute 
purity and dramatic power, seldom found 
combined in one voice. Her singing was 
always thoroughly artistic, and she never 
lailed to impress her hearers with the idea 
lhat hers was the highest ideal in vocal 
art, and that she was bent upon a full 
development of the noble gifts nature had 
Destowed upon her."

Litta's Last Words. 


They were uttered on Friday afternoon. 


3he had been lying long in her usual un- 
conscious condition, when she opened her 
eyes and noticing her couisin, Mrs. J. H. 
Bnrnham, she said, "Is that you, Allie?" 

"Come 
here, Allie." "Yes, dear." As the lady 
addressed bent over her, the intense era- 
ring for affection of the singer's heart 
bund utterance in a faint weak whisper, 
'Kiss me." These were the last words 
she said, and she smiled sweetly as she 
spoke. 


Mrs. Von Eisner is completely prostrfl- 


;ed with marked symptoms of intermit- 
ent fever. She has been almost continu- 
ously at the bedside of her lamented 
laughter ever since she was brought 
lome, some four weeks ago, and the exer- 
ion and sorrow proved too great for her. 
She is quite ill and very probably will 
not be able to attend the last sad services 
of committing to mother earth her idol

on Tuesday laat that the hone could not 
live, and yesterday (July 4th) he dropped 
dead, suddenly while efforts jwere being 
made to alleviate hie sufferings. 'George' 
was probably injured internally by the 
tall onjthe 24tb, which with the sympathetic 
fever caused by the inflammation anting 
from the break, caused his death.

This low price is not justified, either 
ay the quantity of the cereal now on 
hand, or by the yield of the present 
year.

' A sort of labor federation is pro- 
posed by some of the professional 
abor agitators of the country. 
It 


s proposed that each trade shall 
lave its own organization, taking all 
the laborers of- its' class- into 
its 


union; and that all ,the labor organi- 
zations shall then elect delegated to 
a convention which shall form a la- 
>or confederation, making a compact 
nterest of the entire labor class o! 
:he country, an offensive ^ and defen- 
sive league for all purposes. 
With 


;his organization perfected, it is pro- 
posed that strikes, when they are re- 
iorted to by laborers, shall not in- 
;lude merely the laborers 
of one 


slass, but shall be simultaneous and 
general throughout all trades and all 
classes of labor. 
The plan is far- 


reaching, aad.proposes nothing, less 
than to establish »n iton-clad despot- 
ism over th*e industries of the conn- 
try. If it shall be placed in opera- 
tion, local strikes of single trades 
will cease to be known, but general 
strikes will be ordered by a central 
authority, and will be universal in 
all trades and throughout the coun- 
try. .Ifone trade in a locality like 
Chicago should'consider itself badly 
paid'.or,otherwise opjjressecl, it will 
not simply strike against -local em- 
ployers, but its demands will be 
made through the central officers of 
the labor confederation, and every 
labor interest in the country will be 
menaced with a strike, or it will fall 
on all, as a means of securing re- 
dress for the local wrongs of the in- 
dividual trade. If the iron workers 
of Chicago should have a disagree- 
ment with their 
employers, and 


should be sustained by the head au- 
thorities of the labor federation, all 
classes of labor in ' the country, the 
railroad employes, the miners, the 
operatives in cotton 
and woolen 


mills, the printers, the telegraphers, 
the bricklayers, the carpenters, the 
sailors throughout the entire country 
would be expected to join in the 
strike, paralyzing every branch of in- 
dustry, trade and commerce, and 
stopping the wheels of business life 
in all directions. 


So vast a machine will be certain 


not to work. Its magnitude renders 
it absurd. It would fall to pieces 
almost as soon as formed. The 
brains and ability required to man 
age such an organization are not on- 
ly not available, but are not in exis- 
tence. 
The labor classes, according 


to Blatherskite Kearney, include 17,- 
000,000 people, or one-third of the 
population of the country. 
That 


for any cause, this proportion of the 
population should stop work all ai 
once, for a definite or an indefinite 
period, is so utterly out of the ques- 
tion as not to be seriously considered 
among the possibilities of industria" 
and commercial life. 
That a com 


plicated organization of unions with- 
in unions, coupled and running with 
a myriad of other unions within 
unions, and embracing a third of the 
population of the country, could be 
established and placed in suceessfu1 
operation, is a mere scheme of hare 
brained impracticables, and is an 
impossibility.

Found Dead in a Shanty. 


Saturday on the Cuasick farm, in Oak- 


ley township, 6 miles northeast of Deca- 
tur, the badly decomposed body of a 
hermit* Matt Kelley, aged 40 years, was 
found in a bed of straw in a lonely 
shanty. It ia supposed that Kelley had 
died about Sunday, June 30th. The 
deceased was an eccentric wood-chopper, 
addicted to the use of intoxicating liquor. 
He had worked for William Cussiek in 
past years, but taking a notion to live 
alone, he caused a rude shanty to be rig- 
ged up on the edge of the farm in the 
woode, and there he lived and died, with 
none to close his eyes. He cared not for 
the society ol men, and was so crabbed *t 
times that soon.people paid no attention 
to him and let him severely alone. The 
cause of his death is unknown. The body 
was found in a festering state Saturday 
by two men, who went to the shanty for 
the purpose of securing Kelley'a serviced 
in the harvest field. Coroner Bendure 
was notified of the discovery, and he took 
a wagon, went to the scene and brought 
the remains to the oitj and placed them 
in the vault at the cemetery. An inquest 
was held, the jury returning the following 
verdict: 


In the matter of the inquisition on the 


body of Matt Kelley, deceased, hekl at 
the Cussiok farm, on the 7th day of July, 
A. D. 1883, we, the undersigned jurors, 
sworn to inquire of ,the death of Matt 
Kelley, on oath do find that he came to 
his death by some unknown cause, after 
the examination of one witness, we the 
undersigned jurors, render the verdict 
'cause unknown."

est. That is all of the rates of inter- 
est are now from 2 to 4 per cent less 
than they were in 1865. Now the 
interest charge on the public debt is 
$51,436,709. In other words, the 
interest-bearing debt has been re- 
duced $1,043,301,144 
during the 


past eighteen years, and the interest 
charge felmost $100,000,000.

In fact, if 
these broad acres of the Pacific were 
cultivated as they are in Great Brit- 
ain, there would be room for just 
double the number of farm propri- 
etors. And this is for wheat alone, 
no account being taken for vine, 
fruit, barley, oats or grazing land." 
This may be a too enthusiastic and 
of course greatly overrated view, but 
nndoubtedly the wheat-producing 
capacity of the Pacific slope is great, 
and its past contribution to the ex- 
port to England is not yet apprecia- 
ted in America. If even 60,000,000 
bushels be the product this year,, it 
in estimated that two-thirds .of it, 
40,000,000, win be exported.

It tore the side of her shoe 
and stocking off and penetrated the sole 
of the shoe and passed on down through 
the floor, boring a hole as it went. The 
carpet under her foot was torn out abcml 
the size of a silver dollar.

From Friday's Dafiv.

Internet to AUTMoawm. 


The Institute bill, which became a tar 
uly 1st, reads as follows: 
The county superintendent thill in til 


cases, require the payment of B fee ot on* 
ollar from every applicant for examina- 
tion for a teacher's certificate; and for 
web renewal of such a certificate, he dull 
•equire the payment of a fee of one dol- 
ar. All moneys so received, and th« 
•egistration fees hereinafter provided for,, 
te shall transmit monthly to the oounty 
ireasurer, to be by him held and designa- 
ted as the institute fund, and with tnfr 
same, the oounty superintendent shall 
live the treasurer B list ot the names ot 
be persons paying such few, Said fund 
shall be paid out by the oounty treasurer,, 
only upon the order of the county snper- 
ntendent, and only to defray the expen- 
ses ot the teachers' institutes, which tb» 
oounty superintendent is by this section: • 
authorized to hold. The oounty superin- 
endent shall take vouchers for all pay. 
ments made out of the institute fund, and 
IB shall render an account of such dis- 
mrsements with vouchers for the same 
o the county board at their regular meet- 
ing in September, annually. The oounty 
superintendent shall hold, annually, a, 
eaohers' institute, continuing in session 
not less than five days, for the instruction 
of teachers and those who may desire to 
each, and with the concurrence of the 
3ta'te Superintendent of Public Instrac- 
ion, procure such assistance as may be 
necessary to conduct the same at such 
jime as the schools in the oounty are gen- 
erally closed: Provided, that two or mow 
adjoining counties may hold an institute 
jogether. At every such institute instruc- 
tion shall lw free to such as hold certifi- 
cates good in the county (or oountuw 
where two or more join to hold an insti- 
tute) in whioh the institute is held; but 
the county superintendent shall require 
all others attending, to pay to him a reg- 
istration fee of one dollar, except those 
who have paid an examination fee as re- 
quired by this act, and failed to receive a 
certificate. 


It will be noticed* that the above does 


not conflict with our annual institute, as 
advertised. A two weeks' session will ba 
held, as already announced. 


About sixty teachers have hired for the 


fall and winter term. The wages seem to 
be about the same as last year. 


Boards of directors are etill eager for 


good teachers, and very reluctantly en- 
gage medium or indifferent ones.1 


Let the teachers who did not give sat- 


isfaction nt;p down and out. The people 
will be harder to please this winter than 
ever before. The people are unwilling to 
pay taxes for poor schools. 


And still the book agent mixes the text* 


more and more , thus putting almost in- 
surmountable obstacles in the way of a 
better classification and a better grading 
in our rural schools. If directors and 
school officers would but study this mat- 
ter a little they would refuse to introduce 
new books until a complete uniformity 
can be effected. If the school boaida wflP**' 
not be in t99 PWh hWtf a uniformity 
uatt iioon be brought about without 
scarcely any cost. Book publishers will 
cheerfully pay the people the amount 
which they pay their agents for introduc- 
ing new books. They pay agenta front 
$1400 to 83,000 per year for driving over 
the county and mixing up our texts, and 
it this be cut from the exchange price the 
people would get their uniformity free of 
cost. Why pay tlie agent this in an ex- 
Jortionate exchange price? If agenta 
always put in better books than thoeej 
used there might be some excuse for this 
folly; but they only do this in special 
cases. No publishing firm in existence 
put uniformly better books in the market 
than other firms. Let us select the best 
from all the flrmp, banish the agent from 
our county and get our books free of 
exchange. The people are entitled to aUT 
that the agent gets and ought.not to pay 
a premium on making this confusion, 
worse and worae.
